Luis Cabrert^ Carranza's minister of 
the treasury; Juan Barranga, his chief 
of staff; Aguirre Berlanga. prime 
minister, and Ignacio Bonillas, former 
ambassador to the Cnited States, were 
with their chief. 

The killing of the president, Pelaes'a 
advices said, was tbe result of a plot 
laid by Barrera and about 50 of his 
followers. 

Carransa was the first to fall, it waa 
said.

So far as our own fond needs are 
concerned, we face a situation more 
<<erlous thaii any that existed during 
the war. The urge of altruism and pn- 
trlottsm which then existed now is 
'acklng. In its place is a call to serv- 
I iee In a battle against hunger— a suin- 
' ions which certainly should meet a 
lu.'arty response on the part of the 
people. The prospect Is decUleilly un- 
favorable, and the one way to assure 
anylhing like a siilltclency of neces- 
^ary roodslufTs Is for everyone who Is 
uhlo to handle spade, hoe or rake to 
I urn to and Join the ranks of produc- 
ers. Now Is a time when all novices 
must get busy, or run the risk of go- 
ing hungry.

John Armleder la well remembered 
by local people.

Washington. May 22. — Tho Senate 
resnlnllon, repealing the resolution by 
CouKi PMs declaring a state of war with 
Uormany and Austria, was passed Fri- 
day by tho House and made ready for 
Immediate dispatob to the Preeident, 
who la eipaetad to vtto tt. 

Hie vote was tM to 1S9, and was 
along itrtot party lines, exeept that 19 
Demoerata Mned RsvnbUeans in sup- 
porting the measure, while two Repub- 
licans— Kelly, of Miohlgan, and Fuller, 
of Massachusetts, opposed It. 

The House total lacked seventeen 
votes of the two-htlrds necessary to 
civerrldo the veto. Seven Democrats — 
BKaluKt tile measure, which was a sub- 
Htltiite for the House resolution, were 
paired with the Uepublicana favoring 
It. Two Independents also set off each 
other In the vote — Ilepresentatlve 
Carrs, Minnesota, opposing the resolu- 
tion, and Keller, of the same state, fa- 
voring It 

Final action by the House came after 
an hour's debate, tho Kcpubllcans re- 
fusing to grant the Dcmocradc request 
for more time. Spokesmen for both 
parties In the course of the debate an- 
nounced all willingness to enter the 
political campaign on their present re- 
cords.
